After supper she sent one of 
the boys with me to show me the plant, 
and I identified it a.s a solanum, ap­ 
parently Solan urn caro l iliense, iJfco ur.se 
all fruit acids will curdle milk, but this 
fruit contains pi-acticaliy no acids, its 
taste being about the same as that of 
the fruit of the common potato, a clriee- 
ly relati*d species of solanum. 
‘‘I therf fore infer that the complete 
coagulation of the milk in the case re­ 
ferred to was effficted by a substanc» 
contained in the fruit which acts as 
rt nnet does, which action chemists re­ 
gard as that of a kind of ferment. 
In 
eating the c*urd I could detect no taste 
of the berries or of any kind of acid. 
It had much the taste of fresh curds, 
with which I was familiar in my boy­ 
hood days on a New England farm .”

Each one is shunned by

him, so to speak, a restricted person, 
and in general many quiet people who 
are fond of bicy cling trips have their 
pleasure nrarred simply from ibis lack 
of responsibility on the part of a few
